TESTING VALIDITY OF THE ACT. 


Jurisdiction of Indians Over Their 


Own Citizens Being Triei. 
Muscogee, I. T., September 2.—The long 
and tedious undertaking of testing the 


constitutionality of the act of congress de- 


priving the courts of the Five Civilized 
Tribes in Indian Territory of exercising 
jurisciction over their own citizens has been 
instituted in the United States court at 
this place by Judge Yancey Lewis and 
William T. Hutchings, attorneys for the 
Creek and Cherokee nations. 

Judge Thomas has rendered dis opinion 
in the matter, in which he holds that the 
act of congress giving the United States 
courts in the Indian Territory jurisdiction 
over all crim®s committed in the Indian 
Territory, irrespective of the citizenship 
of the parties, and which went into effect 
on January 1, 1898, is constitutional, and 
Martin was accordingly remanded to jail. 


No Privilege Classes Allowed. 

Washington, September 22,—The secre- 
tary of the treasury today made an im- 
portant ruling in which he holds that 
Chinese consuls in foreign countries are 
not authorized to issue certificates to privi- 
leged classes of Chinese entering this 
country.

COMMISSIONERS NOT TO BE HAMPERED 


It Will Require at Least Three Months 
More for the Spaniaris To Leave 
the Island if the Terms 
Are Quickly Agreed 
Upon. 


Washington, September 22.—Official dis- 
patches received by one of the embassies 
here from Havana confirm the reports that 
the colonial govermment of the island is 
taking a hand in shaping the terms on 
which the evacuation shall be executed. 
This, it is believed here, may develop some 
new phases in the situation in Cnba. 

The colonial government was established 
by Spain shortly before the war broke out, 
there being a cabinet of five officers at Ha- 
vana and a legislative body with two houses 
It carried out in a measure the long pend- 
ing plan of giving Cuba home rule by 
means of an autonomous government, but 
while in name autonomous, it was contend- 
ed by the insurgent element that genuine 
home rule was lacking and that this co- 
lonial regime was a continuance of Spanish 
domination. 

It appears, however, that these colonial 
authorities are taking a very active part in 
the present negotiations and that there is 
more or less co-operation between them 
and the Spanish government. This cre- 
ates a condition im which the United States 
must deal not only with Spain, but with 
those who claim to represent the island 
itself, free from Spanish control. The co- 
lonial or autonomist administration is very 
thoroughly organized and cum exert much 
influence. It established a regular legation 
in Washington prior to the war with espec- 
ially prominent men of Havana on the staff. 
Its numbers m its ranks much of the 
wea'th of Cuba and claims to stand for the 
educated classes as against the insurgents 
and illiterates. This makes two distinct 
Cuban classes—the autonomists, who are 
co-operating with Spain, and the insur- 
gents, who are opposed ta Spatn. 

It now seems clear from the official as 
well as from the press reports of Havana 
and Madrid that the autonomist govern- 
ment is taking up the claim first advanced 
by Spain that many incidenta) questions as 
to Cuba must be settled before the evacua- 
tion begins. 

But the view among government officials 
here is that the Cuban autonomists ag 
well as the Spaniards have no questions to 
advamce or settle before evacuation is de- 
termined upon.

Grantville, Ga., September 22.—(Special.)— 
Sam Jones turned his gatling gun loose 
on 2,000 people here today. He shook up 
Grantville and the surrounding country 
with one of his old-time ‘hot shot”’ talks, 
the kind in which he says he “skins ’em 
and shows ‘em what dirty dogs they are.”’ 
His morning talk was a constellation of 
aphorisms, those gleaming truths clothed 
in rich humor. He just ‘‘dug up stumps 
to get room for the sowing of seed,’’ as Dr. 
George Yarbrough expressed it. 

Two of his apt and forcible illustratfons 
were: 

“If you use a currycomb on a sore-back 
horse he will kick before you can get to 
him. If the horse is sound, he will just 
lean up against the currycomb. If the 
currycomb I'm using makes you kick, it is 
because your back is sore. 

“Some of you folks remind me of the old 
cow full of ticks. When you go to pull 
one off she will jump around, as much 
as to say: ‘‘Leave those ticks alone; they 
are my ticks.’ You are full of ticks—the 
ticks of self-conceit, the cussing tick, the 
home-made wine tick, the political tick 
and all sorts of ticks—and when sodme- 
body wants to do you the kindness to pull 
them off you back your ears and say: ‘Let 
my ticks alone.’ You want them to stick 
on you and drag you down to helt, just 
because they are sticking to your thick 
hide.”’ 

To attempt to corral Sam Jones’s chain 
of illustrations into a cornected discourse 
would be as futile as catching eels in a 
waiter. So I have made a collection of 
all the rich humor which impearied the 
great truths he wished to move the minds 
of men and women. 

Bouquets for Grantville. 

Grantville has a fine tabernacle, built by 
public subscription. It is located in a 
“cup-like hollow of the down” and makes 
a picturesque scene in wooded groves and 
grassy lawns. 

Grantville is a progressive town, with 
its 1,500 prosperous people. Founded many 
years ago, it boasts of historical lore, and 
situated in a fine section of Georgia, on 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad, it 
has the air or a fin de siecle city. 

But Sam Jones says Grantville needs a 
religious shaking up, and he is proceeding 
te do it after his own peculiar style. 

Rev. George Stuart came here last Mon- 
day and started the revival. Yesterday 
Mr. Jones arrived and last night he poured 
his first volley of hot shot into the ranks 
of sinners, backsliders and ‘‘luke-warm- 
ists."" His sermon Wednesday night was 
but a prelude to the bombasting this morn- 
ing which he gave, as he expressed it, 
“the devil and his cohorts.”’ 

Before the regular services Rev. C. A. 
Allday, Methodist minister of Cartersville, 
led an experience and a song and prayer 
service. 

Mr. Allday is a man of much spiritual 
power and the service was participated in 
by many people who told why they were 
converted and what benefit reigion had 
been to them. One old woman, bowed 
with age and Infirmities, wept as she beg- 
ged the people to pray for her wayward 
boy. ‘“‘He takes care of me,”’ she wailed; 
“he is a good boy to me, but he is out of 
God's kingdom, a. sheep wandering from

CHINA NOW RULED 


BY Tht EMPRESS 


Emperor Tenders his Resignation 
and Surrenders All Powers 


CHANGE WILL HURT ENGLAND 


Principal Adviser of the Emperor Flees 
Te Avoid Arrest 


Lt HUNG = CHANG 18 RESTORED 


New Order of Things Means Russian 
Influence Will Increase and 
That Reforms Wished for 
Will Not Mate- 
rialize. 


Pekin, September 22—An imperial edict 
just issued definitely announces that the 
emperor of China has resigned his power to 
the empress (dowager empress), who has 
ordered the minis‘ers to deliver to her in 
future their official reports. 

It is difficult to obtain reliable informa- 
tion at the palace in regard to the pro- 
ceedings, but the recent reformatory edicts 
probably caused the change. While the 
emperor was subservient and a mere figure- 
head, the dowager empress permitted him 
to remain in p2ace, bt as sogn as he at- 
tempted to act on his own initiative his 
practical disposition was the result. His 
principal adviser, Hang Yumoi, the Can- 
tonese reformer, fled in spite of the vig- 
orous attempts made to arrest him, end it 
is said he is now on his way to Shanghai. 

The effect of the change must be great. 
In all probability Li Hung Chang will be 
reinstated in power and Russian influence 
will increase. The hopes of reform 680 
ardently cherished by the intelligent fac- 
tions of the Chinese are now impossible 
of fulfillment. 

The suddenness of the coup is said to be 
due to the desire of the dowager empress 
to prevent the mission of the Marquis Ito 
from being successful. The Japanese 
statesman recently came to Pekin with the 
object of trying to bring about an alliance, 
offensive and defensive, between Japan 
and China. 

The new order of things will undoubted- 
ly prejudice British interests in China. 

It is reported today that the next edict 
will give the full reasons for the change. 
The wording of the present edict is not 
yet obtainable, but_it is, in effect, that the 
émperor requested the dowager empress to 
assume power, this being the third time 
the request has been made. 

The Marquis Ito, in an interview before 
the edict was issued, said the emperor re- 
ceived him yesterday in the most cordial 
manner and said he hoped to have the 
advantage of the advice of the marquis in 
the reforms which his majesty intended 
to undertake. 

The marquis even then feared that the 
inaction and conservatism of the Chinese 
officials would nullify the reforms, although 
he believed the emperor was acting in 
good faith.

ARMOR PLATETURNS 
19-INCH PROJECTILE 


Test Made at Indian Head Proving 
Grounds Proves Successfal. 


TWO SATISFACTORY TRIALS 


Krupp Process Is Proven: Superior to 
All Plates Tested. 


THE FOREIGN REPRESENTATIVES LOOK ON 


Experiments Convince Officers That 
Battleships Can Be Built Which 
Will Turn Sheils.

Washimgton, September 22.—An important 
test of armor plate, manufactured by the 
Carnegie company. was made this after- 
noon at the Indian Head proving grounds. 
Two distinct tests were made, one of a 
12-inch Krupp plate, represeating a group 
or armor intended for this sgoverrment, 
and the second of a 5-inch plate treated by 
what is known as the Marvey picess, 
representing armor intended for a veesel 
now being built abroad for the Russ:an 
government. The tests were thoroughly 
satisfactory. In the opinion of the naval 
experts the 6%-inch plate tested several 
weeks ago and the 12-inch plate tested to- 
day practically establish the superiority 
of the Krupp process over any other and 
prove the superiority of the plat so tested 
over any plate yet tested abroad. 

The tests were conducted by Captain 
O’Neil, chief of the bureau of ordinance. 
Among those present were three represen- 
tatives of the Russian government, the 
naval attaches of the British, German and 
Austrian legation and representatives of 
the Carnegie company. The first test was 
of an 11%-inch plate 4x8 feet. The first 
round fired at it was a 12-inch Carpenter 
uncapped armor-piercing shell with a 
striking velocity of 1,833 foot seconds. The 
penetration was 8% inches. The projectile 
broke into numerous fragments. A Mid- 
vale uncapped armor-piercing 1z-inch shell 
was then fired at the plate with a striking 
velocity of 2,022 foot seconds. The plate. 
backing and sky plate of %-inch steel were 
completely perforated. The shell broke up 
and the greater part of it got through the 
structure, but a few fragments remained in 
front of the plate. A Carpenter uncapped 
armor-piercing 12-inch projectile was then 
fired at the plate with a velocity of 1.720 
foot seconds, producing an estimated pene- 
tration of five inches, the head of the pro- 
jectile remaining welded in the plate. The 
projectiles used were all of recent manutac- 
ture and proved to be of excellent quality. 
They weighed between 87 and 80 pounds 
each. Taking into consideration the weigh: 
of the projectiles, the resisting power of 
the plate, as evidenced. exceeds that of the 
champion 12-inch plate tested abroad ‘ast 
year. As a result of the penetrations ob- 
tained at the several velocities it cannot be 
doubted in the opinion of the naval experts 
who witnessed the tests that the pate 
would keep out any 12-inch armor-piercing 


projectile with a striking veloeity of 1,926 | 


foot seconds. The champion plate made 
by the Krupp process was tested abroad 
only to velocities corresponding to 1,814 foot 
seconds for projectiles of tre weight of 
those used in today’s test. 

Three rounds were fired at the 5<4nch 
plate intended for the Russian qovesament, 
the projectiles used being S-inch armeor- 
piercing shells The pate as noted was 


produced by the Harvey process and the é 
result of the test ig understood to have © 
been satisfactory to the Russian officials.

Mr. Woodward includes in the cate- 
gory of opponents all who desire to 
know where he stands on this important 
question. In this we think he is mak- 
ing a mistake. Nobody has misrepre 
sented him, and The Constitution has 
no desire to do him an injustice. The 
whole trouble lies in the fact that he 
has refused to answer directly a simple 
question put to him in the interest of 
harmony. On the contrary, he has left 
it to be inferred that he will be con- 
trolled by the general council. Na- 
turally, this gives rise to a suspicion 
that Mr. Woodward has views and in- 
tentions which he is not willing to make 
public. He can put an end to that sus- 
picion at once by saying that in no 
contingency will he be a party to any 
scheme to modify or change the present 
regulations. 

What prevents him from making a 
plain and direct answer to a plain and 
direct question? He is asking the voters 
of Atlanta to confer a great honor upon 
him; why does he hesitate to take them 
into his confidence on a public ques- 
tion of such unusual importance?

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The Cotton Mills of the South. 

During the brief period’ extending 
from June 30, 1890, to June 30, 1898, 
there were more spindles added to the 
cotton industry in the south than to 
that in the remainder of the country 
combined, including the western, middle 
and New England states. 

Before taking up the figures of the 
south, let us first glance briefly at the 
figures for the other sections, begin- 
ning with the New England states. In 
the aggregate, the cotton industry in 
these states, which have until recent- 
ly enjoyed the almost exclusive monop- 
oly of the manufacture of cotton in the 
United States, increased from 11,030,458 
spindles in 1890 to 13,238,376 spindles in 
1898, making the gain in eight years 
only 2,208,918 spindles. This is dis- 
tressingly small in view of the fact 
that the great bulk of the capital em- 
ployed in the cotton industry is found 
in the New England states. Massa-~ 
chusetts is the only one of these states 
in which the cotton industry made any 
decided gains. In New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Rhode Island and Connecti- 
eut only slight gains were made, while 
in Maine there were marked ‘losses. On 
the whole, the status of the cotton in- 
dustry in the New England states is 
well calculated to give the manufactur- 
ers of that section the blues. They 
realize that the small gains of the past 
eight years are significant of the fact 
that the scepter of industrial suprem- 
acy, especially in the manufacture of 
cotton, is soon to depart from the an- 
cient heritage of the Puritan. 

But what of the figures for the mid- 
die states? We find from the data be- 
fore us that the cotton industry in the 
middle states increased from 1,736,318 
spindles in 190 to 1,753,471 spindles in 
1898. making the gain in eight years 
only 17.153 spindles. This compara- 
tively trivial gain is divided betwcen New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
Marvyiand. In Delaware, the cotton in- 
dustry decreased from 53,916 spindles in 
1890 to 34,552 spindles in 1898. 

With respect to the western states, 
which include mainly Ohio, Indiana, II- 
linois and Wisconsin, it appears that 
the cotton industry in these states in- 
creased from 170,266 spindles in 1890 to 
235,404 spindles in 1898, making the gain 
in eight years 65,138 spindles. 

This brings us down to the figures 
for the southern states. The southern 
states engaged in the manufacture of 
cotton are Alabama, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, South Car- 
olina, Tennessee, Virginia, Arkansas. 
Louisiana, Missouri and Texas: Of 
these states, Arkansas, Missouri and 
Texas have only recently engaged (in 
the manufacture of cotton, but they are 


making rapid progress. Taking the en- 


| tire group of southern states, we find 


that the cotton industry therein in- 
creased from 1,618,280 spindles in 1899 
to 4,057,444 spindles in 1898, making 
the gain in eight years 2,444,164 spindles, 
or nearly treble. In North and South 
Carolina the development of the cotton 
industry has been much greater than 
in other states, but in Georgia and Al- 
abama, splendid records have been 
made. From present indications, Geor- 
gia is likely in the near future to head 
the list. Cotton factories are springing 
up as if by magic in every part of the 
state, and the outlook is most enmcour- 
aging. 

Summing up the figures for the dif- 
ferent sections we find that the increase 
in the number of spindles in the cotton 
industry in the New England, middle 
and western states from 1890 to 1898 
aggregated only 2,291,209 spindles, while 
in the southern states alone it aggre 
gated 2,444,164 spindles. This is most 
significant. If the cotton industry in 
the southern states has trebled during 
the past eight years in spite of adverse 
conditions, then surely it is vain for 
other sections to hope successfully to 
compete against that section ‘which is 
the home of the cotton plant and which 
is thoroughly adapted on the score of 
every consideration to the manufacture 
of cotton. Without the least undue 
bias of provincialism, we predict that 
the day is not far distant when the 
southern states will enjoy the monopoly 
of the cotton industry in the manufac- 
ture'of the finer as well as of the coars- 
er fabrics.

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The Return of the Second Georgia. 

Atlanta’s reception to the gallant Sec- 
ond Georgia regiment yesterday was 
such as to make every member of that 
regiment feel proud of the sacrifices 
which he had endured for the sake of 
his country in the late war. Such en- 
thusiasm has rarely been witnessed 
on the streets of this city as that which 
yesterday greeted the return of the sol- 
dier boys. Atlanta poured out her 
heart to them in gratitude, and she 
made the welkin ring with her loud ac- 
claim. 

While the opportunity was not given 
the brave men who compose the Second 
Georgia regiment to grapple with the 
enemy in Cuba, they are none the less 
heroes in the eyes of the country, and 
Atlanta presses them each to her bosom 
with as much pride as if they had come 
back to her covered with scars. They 
were not permitted to select the field of 
duty in which to serve, and consequent- 
ly they are not responsible for the as- 
signment which kept them in camp. If 
their wishes had been consulted in the 
matter they would have preferred, with- 
out one single exception, to face the fire 
of shot and shell in Cuba, and they re- 
turn home bitterly disappointed that 
the fate of war did not permit them 
to taste of the martial enthusiasm of 
the field of battle. But the hardships 
of camp life are scarcely less than the 
hardships of actual warfare, and the gal- 
lant Second Georgia regiment does not 
come back to us without its record of 
bitter privations. Well do the brave 
men who constitute its rank and file and 
who have been ready at any moment 
to march in the direction of Cuba de 
serve the reception which Atlanta ac- 
corded them yesterday in the lavishness 
of her admiration: They have acquit- 
ed themselves like heroes, and not only 
Atlanta, but the whole country will hold 
them in tender remembrance. 

The enthusiasm over the return of the 
gallant Second Georgia regiment will 
not soon be forgotten. 


The Dreyfus Case. 

Recent developments in the Dreyfus 
case have led the public to believe that 
the unfortunate prisoner, who is now in 
exile on Devil’s island, just off the coast 
of French Guiana, may soon be 
given another trial; but such are the 
preliminary steps which must first be 
taken in the matter that several weeks 


| will yet elapse before the question of 


granting another trial will be decided, 
and even then it is more than likely 
that the unfortunate prisoner will be 
denied the boon which he seeks. 

What the French” government has 
agreed to do thus far is merely to sub- 
mit the Dreyfus case to examining com- 
missioners, and this may, or may not, 
result in the granting of ganother trial. 
These examining commissioners will in- 
vestigate simply the documents in the 
case, and since the documents are vol- 
uminous they will probably occupy 
weeks in reviewing them. as the re- 
sult of the labor spent in reviewing the 
documents, they may decide to recom- 
mend that another trial be not granted, 
and, of course, that will end the matter. 
But even if they decide to recommend 
that another trial be granted, it is not 
beyond the pale of things probable that 
the French government may refuse to 
grant another trial. Thus the matter 
stands. Dreyfus may be given another 
opportunity to vindicate his innocence 
and then again he may not. 

Such has been the clamor of popular 
excitement over the matter in France 
that the government must necessarily 
proceed with great caution, and if an- 
other trial is granted to the unfortunate 
prisoner, it must be conducted in the 
light of publicity and not behind closed 
doors.

Wditor Constitution—Reference to the 
minutes of the council will very promptly 
disclose Mr. James G. Woodward's reason

In view of the present small degree 
of infection in the city of New or- 
leans, which is known to be confined to 
residences far from the business cem- 
ters, I have decided on the following 
interpretation of the Atlanta regula- 
tions governing freight shipments from 
New Orleans to all points in Louisiana. 

The phrase ‘“‘imfected locality’ refers 
to places of business in the residence 
portion of the city. The wholesale com- 
mercial houses are not in an infected 
locality and all articles packea and 
shipped from those houses (except 
goods mamufactured and handled in this 
city in scattered premises) may be cer- 
tified to and accepted for shipment from 
localities that are contiguous to the 
residence portion of the city, or from 
houses, parts of which are occupied as 
dwellings, the goods must first be disin- 
fected before they can be accepted for 
snipment.

SPEAKS OF DEWEY'S VICTORY 


Declares That Montejo's Fleet Was Made 
Up of “Old Wooden Ships.” 


KNEW THE SITUATION WAS GRAVE 


Spaniard Boasts of His Conduct of Af- 
fairs and Describes the Defense 
He Made Against the Amer- 
ican Land and Naval 
Forces. 


Maarid, septein'oer 22.—General augustt, 
the former captain general of the Philip- 
pine islands, who has just arrived at Vi- 
toria, Spain, from Manila, im an interview 
is quoted as discussing the Philippige ques- 
tion in an interesting manner, He is al- 
leged to have said: 

‘‘Before 1 left Spain [ knew the situa- 
tion in the Philippine islands was gray e. 
Senor Moret, the minister of the colonies 
in the last cabinet of Senor Sagasta, re- 
marked to me when the war with the 
United States broke out that there would 
be a terrible state of things. | 

Continuing, General Augusti described 
Admiral Montejo’s fleet as some “old 
wooden ships” and said they “came to Ma- 
nila practically pursued by Dewey.” He 


then said: 

“Our batteries fired at the Americans, but 
our guns were mounted on faise plates and 
after the first shot they became useless. 
At daybreak we were in the power ol ihe 
Americans and an hour afterwards ine 
Spanish fleet had ceased to exist. 

“Dewey summoned me to surrender: I 
refused and we threatened to raze the 
town. | replied: ‘Raze it, but so long as l 
live the Spanish flag will float on the ruins 

Manila.’

Famine stared us in the face. In the 
meantime hostilities were conducted 
throughout the provinces, but save in iso- 
lated cases humanely.

“So they took down their flag, fired their 
guns and Santiago was surrendered. It 
was beautiful and dramatic. When we 
raised our flag the officers took off their 
hats and our guns saluted. 

“A lot has been said about lack of sup- 
plies. Men who go to war expect to be 
short rationed sometimes. You old soldiers 
have often had much less to eat than the 
soldiers ever did at Santiago. My com- 
mand during the civil war often drew 
corn in the cob for a meal. 

“It was not a question of having sup- 
plies when. if we had had a thousand 
wagons, the fearful roads would not have 
let me take it to the front. But the men 
had coffee, bread and meat. Sometimes 
they had to pound the coffée in a rag, but 
you all did that. Some of the men com- 
plained, but they are good soldiers in Spite 
of that and fought like heroes when called 
on A large number of men died. 

Tents could not be put up because the 
men were in the trenches and tents couid 
not be pitehed on the firing line. 

We staid longer than we expected after 
the surrender, but had to Stay—the honor 
of the governmen? demamded it. and we 
staid. Five hundred men came down every 
day with sickness and some days 800. 

But we had brought the war to 4 close, 
The capture of the fleet prevented free 
troops from being brought over, but it did 
not stop the war.

IMITATING DEWEY 
Reproduction of Manila Battle 
Results in Two Deaths, 


GREAT CROWO LOOKS ON 


Bomb Intended for Spanish Ships Tears 
Up Operatives’ Boat, 


NEITHER §=BODY CAN BE FOUND 


Explosion Went Off at the Wrong 
Time and Charles Miller, of Ashe- 
ville, N. C., and George E. 
Adams, of New Or- 
leans, Are’ Killed. 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 22.—Captain 
George E. Adams, aged thirty-three, and 
Captain Charles Miller, aged twenty-two, 
his assistant, were instantly killed while 
conducting a fireworks display and repro- 
duction of the Manila battle on the Alle- 
gheny river in front of the Exposition 
building tonight. 

As i nightly feature at the exposition, 
Captain Adams had been during the past 
week reproducing in miniature the great 
naval battle at Manila with great success, 
Tonight was soldiers’ night and extra 
preparations had been made to have a good 
show. The explosives failed to work prop- 
erly and Adams and Miller were in the 
middle of the river in a skiff endeavoring 
to make the fireworks and explosives ef- 
fective. In some way, as yet unknown, 
the bomb which was intended to blow up 
the Spanish ship was exploded almost di- 
rectly under the skiff in which the men 
were working, supposedly killing them in- 
stantly. 

At the thme the explosion occurred be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 spectators were watch- 
ing the battle from the exposition wharf, 
and as everything was in darkness imme- 
diately after the accident, many of them 
saw nothing unusual in the incident, and 
thinking the explosion was a part of the 
programme, set up 4 mighty cheer for 
Dewey and left well satisfied with the en- 
tertainment. 

The river is being dragged for the bodies 
of the victims, but without success up to 
midnight. 

Captain Adams was a native of New Or- 
leans and had been engaged all summer at 
Atlantic City giving fireworks displays and 
exhibitions of deep sea diving from Young's 
pier. Captain Miller was a native of Ashe- 
ville, N. C., where his father and mother 


still reside. 
TEN LIVES LOST WITH A BOAT. 


Schooner Funk Is Wrecked on Flinders 
Island.

thorities that there was no intent to show 
discrimination against Atlanta, and that 
the roads entering the city and their sev- 
eral connections were friendly to the city’s 
interests and eager to grant any favors 
that lay in their jurisdiction. 

The contention of the railroads was that 
existing laws regulating rates had always 
interfered in granting better rates to At- 
lanta, yet the chamber of commerce com- 
mittee was promised that a conference 
would be held by the representatives of 
the roads as soon as practicable, and that 
rates would be altered, if possible. Much 
good is expected from the meeting held 
yesterday morning, and while the commit- 
tee did not get what it wanted, it was 
encouraged to believe, so it was stated 
after the meeting adjourned, that the 
roads would favorably regard the request 
that has been made for better rates. 

The meeting yesterday morning, which 
was held in the office of the secretary of 
the chamber of commerce was the result 
of the action of the chamber several weeks 
ago, when a éepecia] committee Wag ap- 
“pointed to Jook into the question of rates 
and take the matter up with the roads and 
see what could be done. At the time of the 
appointment of the commiftee it was 
shown that Atlanta was suffering on ac- 
count of the existing freight rates, and it 
was claimed that Atlanta was paying high- 
er Tates than other cities, and that the 
toads were discriminating against her bus- 
iness. The special committee at once be- 
gan the work of investigating the claims, 
and the representatives of the various 
roads with interests in Atlanta were asked 
to meet with the cOmmittee, when the plans 
for the future could be entered into and 
when an effort would be made for better 
rates. 

The meeting was of importance, and the 
gentiemen were in session some time. Ev- 
ery road entering the city and having 
any connection with Atlanta was repre- 
sented.

Every ‘part of it was visited from the dun- 
geons to the tower, where the party se- 
cured an excellent view of the city and 
surrounding country. ‘The laundry, kitchen, 
baths, hospital and jailer’s offices and res- 
idence, all attached to the jail proper, were 
models of: completeness and nothing re- 
mains now but the furnishing of the struc- 
ture, which, it ss thought, wiil require 
about two weeks. 

The jail yard will, be paved and a large 
wall will be erected. Oontracts for this 
work will be let very soon, The contract 
by which the sheriff furnishes light and 
water to the county for use in the jail will 
be made, as there is much difference be- 
tween the provisions necessary for the 
oid jail and the new one. 


At Commissioners’ Meeting. 

The meeting of the commissioners after 
the tour of inspection accepted the jail as 
it stood. The forfeit which Mr. Hazen, 
the builder, was liable for on account of 
the non-completion of the building within 
the time specified in the contract was not 
demanded by the board. There was due 
$15 a day since January 1, 1898, but after 
Mr. Hazen finished his report it showed 
where the company had been faultless in 
its work and_was not to blame for any 
of the delay and the forfeit was not de- 
manded, 

Mr. Hazen stated that the strikes which 
occurred among the iron Workers and coal 
miners in Pennsylvania about the time his 
company secured the contract or soon after 
was one cause for the long delay. He said 
his company had placed their orders for 
the iron work in time to secure and put 
it in and have the jail finished, but they 
could not get the material, 

He said in having to make a bond of 
$5,000, which the board required of his com- 
pany when the contract was awarded, de- 
layed them about four weeks. In the 
shipments of steel made to them two ship- 
ments were lost in Cincinnati and another 
had to be sent by express before they re- 
ceived it here. 

Mr, Hazen stated many other reasons 
why the delay was not the fault of the 
company, and the board agreeing, demand- 
ed of his company only $900, which is for 
the services of Mr. Wilkins since the Ist 
of January.

A MURDER OCCURRED AT THE 
Chattahoochee brick yard convict camp 
Wednesday night about 8 o’clock. With al- 
most no warning Wade Hampton, a negro 
convict, instantly killed, by stabbing, 
George Lofton, another negro convict. 
Coroner Stamps held an inquest yesterday 
morning and his jury brought in a verdict 
of murder against the negro Wade Hamp- 
ton, 

The crime was a most atrocious and vi- 
cious one. Its equal has seldom occurred 
in this state. Both are one-legged negroes 
and walk heavily on crutches. The two men 
were working in. the brick yard and had 
just finished their labors for the day when 
they met. A number of other convicts saw 
the murder committed, but none of them 
heard the words that passed between them, 
and although it was known that there was 
some angry relations between the two, 
what led to the conflict Wednesday night 
is not known. 

George Lofton, the negro killed, was 
stabbed in the right breast nine times af- 
ter having been knocked down with the 
crutch which Hampton was walking upon. 
The physicians who were called said that 
any one of the wounds inflicted on Lofton 
would have produced death, 

Those who saw the conflict say that the 
two negroes met and a few words passed 
between them, when they saw Hampton 
suddenly raise his crutch and with a terri- 
ble effort brought it ‘around, striking Lof- 
ton on the back of the head. Lofton fell 
to the ground, and immediately Hampton, 
drawing a long knife, jumped upon him 
and struck him, with a vehemence and vio- 
lence seldom \seen, nine times before he 
stopped. 

The physicians were called and responded 
in about ten minutes. Before they arrived, 
however, Lofton was dead. His chest was 
terribly cut and lacerated. The strokes of 
the knife went deep and tore the flesh al- 
most into threads. 

Lofton was sixteen years of age and 

Hampton is twenty-one. The latter is a 
heavy set negro and considered by some a 
dangerous man. 
. Coroner Stamps went to the scene of the 
crime yesterday morning and summoned a 
jury to sit on the case. Those who saw 
the difficulty gave their testimony and af- 
ter due deliberation the fury brought in a 
verdict of willful murder. 

Coroner Stamps will go to the camp this 
morning and gwear out a warrant for 
Hampton and he will be brought to jail. 
The camp was very much excited over the 
crime yesterday. Where Hampton obtained 
the knife with which he inflicted the 
wounds is not known. 

Lofton was sent to the camp from this 
city. He broke into @ house on Ivy street 
and was sentenced to five years. Hampton 
broke into a Gye house on Whitehall street 
and gtole four suits of clothes, His sen- 
tence would have soon expired.

PROJECTILES TRAVEL FASTER. 


Naval Rifles Are Being Constructed 
for the New Battleships. 
Washington, September 22.—The navy de- 
partment has recently placed orders for 
forgings for naval rifles of calibers from 
four to twelve inches to supply the new 
battleships, and in a short time the navy 
yard’s factory will begin to turn out ord- 
nance embodying radical changes in con- 
struction and much more powerful than 
guns of the same caliber now afloat on our 
ships. The new i2-inch gun.will*be as 
effective as the present 13-inch gun in 
range and striking force. This achieved at 
the expense of weight, but the difference 
is still in favor of the new design. The 
new gun will send its projectile at the 
enormous velocity of 3,000 feet per second, 
which is about 50 per cent greater than 

the present 12-inch shell. 

The. ordnance officers say there is a very 
erroneous idea prevalent as to the value 
of the ammunition shot away by Dewey 
at Manila and by Sampson’s fleet at San- 
tiago. Instead of this running up as high 
as $2,000,000, as asserted in some quarters, 
the fact was that Dewey at Manila fired 
$47,000 worth of ammunition and the north 
Atlantic fleet at Santjago on July 34 and 
during the bombardments not to exceed 
$100,000.

New York, September 22.—The day's mar- 
ket was largely given over to what are 
known as the specialties. There was an up- 
ward rush of prices in these stocks at the 
Ovening, Dut the cvidence of weakness in 
Svcear, which dominates the specialties, 
quickiy brought realizing saces. The tone 
was rather heavy and at times somewhat 
feverish for the rest of the day. Traders 
who had turned bullsh on Sugar on the 
6upposition that the long reaction was 
vver made up their minds that the recent 
rise was simply a campaizgm against the 
shorts and turned sellers again. Manhat- 
above par on President 
Gould’s talk of early electrical equipment, 
but the cnaracter of the selling at the ad- 
Vanee aroused distrust and the bears raid- 
The extreme range of both 
of these stocks was more than 4 per ccnt 
and New York Air Brake, which rose over 
2 poimts in the early dealings, reacted §%\%. 
Tobacco aso ranged over 3% points and 
closed practically unchanged. These are 
extreme examples of what was going on 
to a less extent throughout the list. Move- 
ments of individual stocks were very er- 
ratic, and the market was excessive irregu- 
lar. Meantime the ralflroad lists were 
rather sluggish and resisted tne depression 
in the specialties except for a few stocks. 
The Pacifics were notably heavy, especially 
Union Pacific preferred. This was partly 
due to the fact that London nad only just 
arrived at the conc :usion, quite definitely 
fonmmed long ago in Wall street, that the 
dividend on the preferred stock would be 
only % per cent. The announcement of 
the dividend caused a rally of about a 
point, the shorts evidently having awaited 
the event to cover. The deciine of over a 
point in Northern Pacific was unexplained 
unless as realizing, since the second week's 
Statement showed earnings over $56,009 in 
excess of last year’s high leved. The Read- 
‘ng statement for July, showing a decrease 
in net earnings for all the companies of 
$267,872, caused some heaviness in the coai- 
ers. Northwest's August statement, show- 
ing a gross increase of $288,230 over last 
year’s unprecedented earnings, was respon- 
Sible for strength in the Grangers, St. 
Paul especially being largely absorbed. 
The process of relief of the New York 
money market was continued today by 
further large engagements of gold from 
London, by a debit balance against the 
sub-treasury of $1,271,444 and by demands 
upon domestic centers. New York exchange 
in Chicago rose from 10c discount to l0c 
premium; call money on London rose % 
per cent; open market discounts there rose 
% to % per cent and the Bank of England 
raised its minimum rate of discount from 

to 3 per cent, after having borrowed 
largely from the market to raise the rate 
to the level of its owm. The demand for 
silver dollars for shipment to the west has 
led to the sub-treasury giving notice that 
the dollars must be naid for in silver cer- 
tifleates or treasury notes, since the supply 
of coin has been nearly reduced to the 
amount of outstanding silver certificates.

Trade in Oats—Provisions Dull 
but Steady. 


Chicago, Séptember 22.—Wheat today 
scored the best advance that has occurred 
in some time, December closing 1%@1%c 
higher and September lic higher. Strong 
caluwes, nigher cash markets and heavy 
export engagements drove shorts to cover 
and made a broad active market. Corn 
was more active and strong with wheat, 
closing %c higher. Oats advanced %c with 
a big trade. Provisions were duil but 
steauy, heiped by grain, closing at a slight 
advance. 

All the weakness which marked the close 
of yesterday's wheat market had. disap- 
peared at tne opening today and was re- 
placed by strength exceeding that saown 
for several weeks. Nearly ali the features 
influencing the market were distinctly in 
favor of the buying side. Liverpool was 
strong and higher at the opening and con- 
tinued to advance during the day. Paris 
was also higher, showing an advance of 2 
centimes. Duluth and other outside mar- 
kets reported materially higher prices for 
the casn article. Northwest receipts were 
at first reported at 831 cars, against 914 last 
week and 1,133 a year ago. ‘hese figures 
were afterwards corrected to 93l¢ cars, but 
the correction had apparently no effect on 
prices. Opening trades _§ for December 
ranged from 63% to é4c, compared with yes- 
terday’s closing price of @<4c. This was 
about at call price, and selling against those 
privileges caused the market to hesitate 
for a short time, a few sales being made 
at 68%@63%c. That was the low point of 
the day. ‘ne demand from shorts, which 
was good at the opening, grew heavier as 
the session progressed, and as no great 
amount of wheat came out, a steady up- 
ward movement took place, which did not 
stop until 64c had been bid. At these 
figures hoiders began to let go more freely, 
and the gdvance was checked.

There has never been an instance of 
qwhere Atlanta girls have worked together 
as wholly and successfully as in the At- 
Janta Relief Association, and no greater 
compliment couid be paid the Second Geor- 
gia regiment than to tell them that they 
have been since their enlistment the con- 
tinued thought and interest of the beautiful 
and patriotic young women who welcomed 
them home yesterday. 

Notwithstanding.the disadvantages under 
which they labored, not knowing when to 
expect the regiment, their plans were 60 
skilifully regulated and perfected that they 
entertained at luncheon yesterday 960 mem- 
pers of the Second regiment, the Governor's 
Horse Guards and other members of the 
Jocal militia, 

At 1:30 o'clock Thursday morning they 
heard the first definite news as to how 
many were to be expected, and that the 
regiment wuuid arrive between 8 and lil 
o'clock in the morning, and at 8 o’clock 
Atlanta's representative young women 
‘were assembled in the hall opposite the 
union depot ¥here the luncheon was served. 
Although the management of the luncheon 
had been turned over to Mr. Scoville, of 
the Kimball, each young lady felt her 
indivicual assistance was needed and that 
she must take an actual part in the ova- 
tion. 

Flowers were arranged in every conceiva- 
ble way to make the long banqueting ta- 
Dies attractive, the walls were hung with 
red, white and blue bunting, while innu- 
merable flags fluttered in appropriate effect 
from all sides. it‘wo long ropes were 
stretched through the interior of the build- 
ing, making an aisle large enough to ac- 
commodate two lines of soldiers and the 
young ladies were instructed to stand with- 
in the ropes and serve the hungry soldiers 
as they passed in. It was found neces- 
sary before this time to station policemen 
at either entrance, as so many mothers 
grandmothers, wives and sisters in their 
anxiety to see their beloved ones returning 
home were about to fill the place.

What Warehousemen Say. 

A visit to several. of the cotton ware- 
houses here tends to indicate that the sug- 
gestions of the exporters have not been 
adoptea to the same extent by the ginners 
in this immediate section to the extent 
that the Lowndes farmer intimates or that 
the cotton has been more closely packed, 
as a rule, than heretofore. For instance, 
the weight of .mne bales received today by 
the Alabama warehouse, the largest con- 
cern of the kind in-this city, averaged up 
per bale about the same as those received 
the corresponding date a year ago. The 
same thing was found, to be true of the 
Union warehouse, the .only. other ware- 
house that was visifed: As a matter of 
fact, however, it. was acknowledged that 
the moisture in tis Year’s cotton was ex~ 
cessive, and thatewhen it dried out the 
bales would be reduced a good many 
pounds each in weight. The warehousemen 
insist that a uniform bale became almost 
a necessity with the shippers and that in 
order to secure one,.a uniform press box. 
had to be adopted. They say that at some 
gins the box had to be enlarged to meet 
the reqtiremen®&, while at others it was 
reduced in size. The fact should be stated 
that at neither of the warehouses visited 
today was there received a single bale o9f 
cotton which ‘ weighed as little as. 400 
pounds, whereas a number weighing moro 
than @0 were receipted for. The ware-
